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Training Courses in National Defense 
Occupations 


Specific ways in which the publie schools can aid national defense 
by setting up training courses in essential occupations, the selection 
and assignment of trainees to these courses, and the placement of the 
trainees in industry was the subject of a conference held October 22, 
1940. The participatory groups were the California State Department 
of Education, the California State Department of Employment, and 
a representative of the regional office of the Social Security Board. 
Those present were Aubrey A. Douglass, Assistant Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, and Chief of the Division of Secondary Educa- 
tion; J. C. Beswick, Assistant Executive Officer of the Commission for 
Vocational Education, and Chief of the Bureau of Trade and Indus- 
trial Education; J. P. Gifford, Assistant State Supervisor for Defense 
Training, Bureau of Trade and Industrial Education; R. G. Wagenet, 
Director, Department of Employment; R. M. Dorman, Acting Deputy 
Director, Department of Employment ; Charles F. B. Roeth, Supervisor, 
Department of Employment, and H. D. Huxley, Assistant Employment 
Security Representative. The general problems discussed were: the 
means through which the needs of industry may be determined with 
reasonable accuracy, where training centers should be located, the 
selection of individuals for training courses, and the subsequent place- 
ment of trainees. It was recognized that in so far as possible the fol- 
lowing conditions should prevail : 


1. Training should be done in the areas where employment oppor- 
tunity will exist. It was recognized, however, that desirable as 
this might be, deviation would be necessary in order to utilize 
training facilities existing in other locations and also to provide 
a means by which qualified individuals residing in other locations 
might be made available to industry. 


2. The advice and counsel of industry and labor should be obtained 
before courses are set up and referral of trainees commenced. 


3. Courses should be inaugurated only after hiring units have 
advised the Department of Employment of probable specific 
requirements for labor. The Department of Employment will 
ascertain from its files the probable available supply of labor 
possessing the qualifications set forth by the employer and will 
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inform the State Department of Education of the number of 
trainees required. 


4. Inasmuch as ultimate responsibility for placement rests upon the 
Department of Employment, responsibility for final selection of 
all trainees for referral to courses should be placed upon that 
department. 


5. Arrangements should be set up to co-ordinate all information 
regarding labor requirements, the number of persons listed in the 
files of the Department of Employment, and the number of per- 
sons enrolled in training courses, in order that both the State 
Department of Education and the State Department of Employ- 
ment may be currently informed. 


The most obvious problems before the two departments at the 
present time are those arising in the airplane manufacturing industry, 
and it was accordingly agreed that procedures in that industry should 
follow the lines outlined below. The State Department of Educa- 
tion and the State Department of Employment will each appoint a 
person to represent, respectively, the two departments in working 
with the airplane manufacturing industry in southern California. 
The airplane manufacturing industry is to be approached and 
requested to appoint some individual to work with the representatives of 
the two departments. It is possible that the industry will not be able 
to make such an appointment and in such ease the representatives of 
the Department of Education and the Department of Employment 
would be expected to work with the individual manufacturers. This 
eroup would have the responsibility of determining the following nec- 
essary facts: 

1. The expected hiring schedule of the industry by classification and 
dates.

. The probable available supply of labor possessing the qualifica- 
tions set forth by the employer as shown by the files of the State 
Department of Employment.

The need for training courses and the types that should be given. 
Courses should be planned with the advice and assistance of the 
manufacturers, and the facilities for courses and standards used 
in referral of trainees, and instruction should meet their approval. 
Reasonable assurance that trainees will be hired upon comple- 
tion of courses should be obtained from the manufacturers before 
courses are started. 


4. The extent to which training courses should be located in areas 
of the state other than southern California. 
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In addition, the group should undertake the following tasks: 


1. Assemble and make available to the airplane manufacturing indus- 
try information as to the kinds of training courses now being 
given and the number of individuals being trained in various 
classifications in these courses.

. Maintain continuing contact with the airplane manufacturing 
industry in order to be able to recommend to the Department of 
Edueation expansion or contraction of the training program as 
determined by the needs of the industry. 


3. Provide a means whereby trainees will be made available for 
placement upon completion of courses, or at any time during 
the conduct of a course when a satisfactory degree of proficiency 
has been attained. 


4. Provide for methods of handling orders and selecting and refer- 
ring trainees and other applicants which will give the most satis- 
factory service to both applicants and the industry. 


5. Co-operate with the Occupational Research Center of the Depart- 
ment of Employment in the development of tests to assist in the 
selection of trainees and to determine when a sufficient degree of 
proficiency has been achieved by a trainee so that referral to a 
job may be made. 


In carrying out the above co-operative agreement, the representa- 
tive of the Department of Employment will have specific responsibili- 
ties for the assembling and co-ordination of information regarding 
labor requirements and labor supply, the percentage of referred train- 
ees rejected by the industry at the time of hiring and the reasons for 
such rejections, information from the industry and the schools which 
might suggest changes in standards to be used in selection of trainees 
for referral to courses and subsequently to industry, co-operation with 
the Occupational Research Center in the development of tests and 
with the industry and the Department of Education in the development 
of training courses. 

It is not expected that the individual appointed by the Department 
for the above work will have any direct responsibility for selection 
or placement. It is expected that the selection and placement func- 
tions will be carried on as at present by the several offices of the 
Department.

Attorney General’s Opinions 


Administration of Cafeterias at State Colleges 


The state is not liable for any.deficit incurred in connection with 
the operation of a cafeteria by a student or faculty group maintained 
in space rented by such group in a state college building under School 
Code section 5.27, nor is it the duty of the Department of Finance 
to examine the books and records of the cafeteria (citing A.G.O. 
NS2950). Furthermore, School Code section 5.27 authorizes the main- 
tenance of a cafeteria. 

School Code section 5.112 is not clear as to whether a cafeteria 
established under said section is to be operated by the Director of 
Edueation or by a student or faculty group, and apparently either 
course may be pursued as determined by the Director of Education. 
If operated by the state college directly it would be subject to the 
State Purchasing Act (Deering Act 8072), and its funds would be 
handled and audited as are other state funds. (A.G.0. NS2992, Octo- 
her 17, 1940) 


Administration of Co-Operative Stores on State College Premises 


When, in accordance with the provisions of School Code section 
5.27, the Director of Education has rented space in the buildings of 
a state college to a student organization for the maintenance of a 
co-operative store, such co-operative store, after its establishment, is 
not a project operated by the college authorities or for which they 
have any official responsibility. Consequently, the state would not be 
liable for any deficit arising from the operation of the store, whether 
such deficit was caused by the embezzlement of funds by an employee 
of the store or by a state employee acting as comptroller of the student 
organization with or without compensation (citing A.G.O. NS2949). 

There is no authority under which the state can contract to sell 
the services of an employee to a state college student organization. 
(A.G.0. NS2950, October 2, 1940)

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Administration of Funds of State College Student Organizations 


There is no provision of the School Code which authorizes the 
State Department of Education, or any officer or employee of the state 
colleges, to supervise the handling of funds of student organizations at 
state colleges, School Code section 1.50 not being applicable. 

There is no statutory authority for the partial payment by a stu- 
dent body of a full time state employee’s salary in order to permit him 
to act as comptroller of the funds of a student body. 

The state is not liable for any deficit caused by the defaleation of 
an employee of a student organization, or of any state employee gratu- 
itously or for compensation serving such student organization. 


(A.G.0. NS2949, October 2, 1940) 


Application of Hatch Act to Deputy County Superintendent of 
Schools 
Whether or not the Hatch Act (Stat. 76th Congress, 1st Sess., 
Chap. 410; 76th Congress, 3d Sess., Chap. 640) is applicable to a 
deputy county superintendent of schools is a question which depends 
upon the extent to which his duties involve activities financed by 
federal funds. The source of his salary is not determinative of his 


amenability to the law. (A.G.0. NS3020, October 22, 1940) 


Duty of High School District to Admit Pupils Not Residing in a 

High School District 

Under the provisions of School Code section 3.301, the governing 
board of a high school district cannot exclude high school pupils who 
do not reside in a high school district; and if such high school district 
does not have facilities to educate other than pupils residing in the 
district, and if the demand for admission by eligible pupils not residing 
in a high school district is a continuing one, the governing board of 
the high school district is obligated to provide facilities for and to 
admit such nonresident pupils. (A.G.O. NS2971, October 7, 1940) 


Duty of High School District to Admit Pupils Residing in a 

High School District 

Under School Code section 2.21, the governing board of a high 
school district is not obligated to receive into the schools of the dis- 
trict, pupils eligible to attend high school who reside in another high 
school district. (A.G.0. NS2971, October 7, 1940) 


Duty of School District to Provide Supplies and Equipment for Pupils 


The governing board of a school district may not charge pupils 
of the district for materials furnished by the district to such pupils 
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for projects carried on during regular class periods where the materials 
are necessary to pursue a course for which scholastic credits are given 
(citing A.G.O. NS2469). However, if such pupil desires to work with 
materials of a different or better grade than those furnished by the 
district, the governing board of the district may permit the pupils to 
furnish such materials himself. It is immaterial whether the pupils 
are permitted to keep the articles they make. 

The governing board of a district is empowered under School 
Code section 6.471 to purchase musical instruments for the use of 
the schools of the district and when such instruments are purchased 
and used in regular band classes, the instruments must be complete 
and capable of being played. The governing board must furnish reeds 
and other necessary parts of such instruments (citing A.G.O. NS2469). 
(A.G.0. NS2983, October 17, 1940) 


Issuance of ‘Life Credentials” or ‘‘Unlimited Credentials” 


Neither the State Board of Edueation nor the Commission of 
Credentials is authorized to issue any ‘‘life credential’’ or ‘‘unlimited 
eredential’’ other than the life diploma provided for in School Code 
sections 5.260-5.264. Any form of credential, which is to be treated 
as the equivalent of a life diploma, is in effect a life diploma and, as 
such, can only be issued under the conditions imposed by the statutes. 
(A.G.0. NS3049, November 2, 1940) 


Letting of District Contracts for Supplies and Materials 


Where a school district maintains more than one sehool, all such 
schools must be considered as one unit for the purposes of School Code 
sections 6.30 and following. All contracts must be let by the governing 
board of the district and such duty cannot be delegated to the princi- 
pals of the schools. 

A school district may not, under School Code seetion 6.30, pur- 
chase more than $500 worth of goods without calling for bids by divid- 
ing the purchase into contracts of less than $500 each. (A.G.O. 
NS2987, October 14, 1940) 


Ownership and Sale of Musical Instruments Purchased by Districts 

Musical instruments purchased by a district under the authority 
of School Code section 6.471 must remain the property of the district, 
but such instruments as are not required for school purposes or which 
are not satisfactory or suitable for school use may be disposed of in 
the manner provided by School Code sections 6.220-6.223. (A.G.O. 
NS2983, October 17, 1940) 
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Payment of Teachers’ Salaries 


Where the governing board of a district has determined to pay 
annual salaries of teachers in ten equal monthly installments, the first 
such installment must, under School Code sections 5.741 and 5.745, be 
paid not later than the fifth day of the calendar month succeeding 
that in which the schools of the district opened. 

Because of School Code section 5.742 when the governing board of 
a district has determined to pay the annual salaries of the teachers in 
twelve equal installments, payments can be made to such teachers 
regardless of the fact that such teachers have rendered no teaching 
service prior thereto, where the teachers were regularly employed at 
the beginning of the school year. 

Where the contract of employment of a teacher calls for the pay- 
ment of the teacher’s annual salary in ten installments, the contract 
cannot be changed during the school year to provide for the payment 
of such annual salary in twelve equal installments because of section 
32 of Artiele IV of the Constitution. (A.G.0. NS2982, October 23, 
1940) 


Reconciliation of Long-standing Discrepancies in Records of School 
District Balances 


Where there is a discrepancy between the balances of a school 
district, as shown by the records of a school district and as shown by 
the records of the county superintendent of schools and such dis- 
crepancies have existed over a long period of time, arbitrary entries 
may be made on the records of the district to adjust the balances so 
as to show the actual cash balances. Such entries should be made only 
after an appropriate resolution by the governing board of the district 
is made, and an explanatory note is written into the ledger entries so 
that such procedure could not be construed as a false entry or as an 
expedient for covering an unaccountable shortage. (A.G.0. NS2951, 


October 2, 1940) 


Residence and Citizenship Qualifications for Admission to California 
Maritime Academy 


Under the California Nautical School Act (Deering Act 5369), 
the Board of Governors of the California Maritime Academy may 
lawfully adopt a rule requiring applicants for admission to the school 
to be made citizens of the United States, and may alter such rule to 
permit applications for admission to be received from persons who have 
filed a declaration of intention to become citizens, in the absence of 
anv rule or law prohibiting such alteration. 
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In the determination of the state of residence of a minor applicant, 
the residence in fact of a minor acquired in good faith is his residence, 
but such residence cannot be acquired by one who comes to the state 
for the purpose of being admitted to the Academy or by one whose 
only residence in the state has been at the Academy as a student (cit- 
ing A.G.O. NS2322). (A.G.O. NS2938, September 30, 1940) 


Residence Requirements for County Aid for Pupils in California 

Schools for Blind and Deaf 

For the purposes of Political Code sections 2240 and 2255 (relat- 
ing to the furnishing by counties of transportation, clothing, dental. 
eye and medical care of pupils at the California School for the Blind 
and the California School for the Deaf) the county of residence of the 
parent or guardian of any such pupil is determined by Political Code 
section 52, and no specific length of residence in a county is necessary 
to qualify for the aid provided for in said sections (citing A.G.O. 
7801 and 7808). (A.G.O. NS3014, October 23, 1940) 


Retirement Deductions from Teachers’ Salaries 

Deductions from the salary of a teacher in service throughout the 
school year for the state teachers’ retirement permanent and annuity 
deposit funds must be based on the number and amount of the pay- 
ments to the teachers as provided in School Code sections 5.850 and 
5.851, and not on the particular days when the teacher was in service. 
(A.G.0. NS2982, October 23, 1940) 


Use of State Emergency Fund for Repair or Replacement of School 
District Buildings 
The allotment of funds from the state emergency fund (Item 212; 
Statutes 1939, Chapter 486) for the repair or replacement of school 
district buildings damaged by earthquake in May, 1940, is proper 
(citing A.G.O. NS1698). (A.G.0. NS2967, October 2, 1940)

PROFESSIONAL SELECTION OF SCHOOL TEXTS A PHASE 
OF ACADEMIC FREEDOM 


For the purpose of giving strong national support to local groups 
fighting for academic freedom in selection of school textbooks, the 
national board of the American Association of University Women has 
adopted a resolution defining professional selection of school texts, with- 
out regard to outside pressure, as one of the tenets of academic freedom. 

The resolution resulted from an appeal from one of the local 
A.A.U.W. branches for help from the national organization in prevent- 
ing a pressure group from driving certain texts from the public schools 
as ‘‘subversive’’ even though committees of experts had specifically 
cleared the texts from such charges. The Education Committee made 
a thorough study of the matter and recommended that the board make 
a statement which would aid any A.A.U.W. branch which was work- 
ing in its own school system in behalf of this particular phase of 
academic freedom. 

The resolution is also intended to stand as an expression of the 
viewpoint of organized university women should there continue to be 
outeroppings of the textbook controversies which have sporadically 
arisen during the past two years over texts which for the most part 
fall in the social science category. 

The Education Committee investigated the attacks on the social 
science texts, and also examined the statement in their behalf by the 
American Committee for Democracy and Intellectual Freedom. Two 
points were stressed by this committee: (1) that selection of school 
texts should definitely be the province of educators; (2) that it is 
especially important to maintain the principles of academic freedom 
in times of tension. 


Full text of the resolution follows: 


The National Education Committee of the A.A.U.W. is in accord with the 
movement to organize the materials of history, sociology, geography, and economics 
so that the relationships between these areas are brought to bear on the problems 
of everyday living and presented in a way which stimulates realistic thinking and 
responsibility on the part of youth. 

The Committee also recognizes the necessity for making a distinction between 
indoctrination and the intelligent use of a comparative approach in which the 
differences between the American way and other ways are clarified. 
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Only thus can American youth be challenged to sense the real significanee - 
of constructive concern for the improvement of the democratic way of life. 

The Committee recommends that the Board reaffirm its belief in the impor- 
tance of its convention action regarding academic freedom, especially in time of 
tension. The professional selection of textbooks without outside pressure definitely 
falls within the principle of academic freedom.

The material prepared by Leonard Powers, Co-ordinator of 
Research for the Committee, under the title, Local Cooperative Broad- 
casts, will probably be found most helpful. Mr. Powers treats such 
topics as the co-operation of small and large stations, radio councils 
and advisory committees, and co-operation with state and local school 
systems. 

Listeners Appraise a College Station, by Alberta Curtis, with an 
Introduction by Mr. Powers, is a study of the programs offered by 
Station WOI, owned and operated by Iowa State College. and the 


reaction of listeners.
